the uufortunate women lasguiehed in conse-
quence, At this juncture the hosband, bitherto
f very temperate, well-to.do man, took to drink
and continued to indulge excessively in liquor
eyer since. Three or four nights ago Alrs.
Crogan guve birth toa still-born child, and when
the husband réturped In an intoxicated condis
tiop, he became incensed at bis wife and beat
ber terribly while thus helpless snd ill. The
doctor attending Lthe woman pat Crogan In the
street und sogeested his arrest, thongh it
wak not done.

The Case of the Bloekade-NMunner Wren.

The Waehington (Dec, 21) correspondence of
the Boeton Journal says e

The steamer Wren was unqguestionably bufit
by Laird & Co. for the Confederate Government,
and ran the blockade into Galveston with s
curgo. Bhe look a freight ol coiton from Gal-
veston to Havana, and on her way from there
to Halifux for another cargo her erew rose on
the officers in June, 1865, and carrmed her 1oto
Key West, where she was libelled and con-
demned, An appeal was taken by Laird & Co.,
claiming to be her owners, and the Bupreme
Court here ordered the steamer’s release on the
groohd that, although she might have been
epgaged ju blockade running, she was not so

enpgaged when  caplured by her corew,
Just then General Caleb  Cushing
libelled whe proeecds of the steamer’s

sales, which were in the Treasury for the bepefit
of the United States, under the advice of the
Treasury Department, as the property of the
Conlederate States; und in cas<e it should be
held to be the property of Lalrd & Co., Ueneral
Cushing sleo libelled it 1n behell of tus owners
of a Newburyport ship destrosed by the Ala-
bama, which Laird & Co, had fitted out, on the
eround that they were, therefore, responsible
tor the damages which ehe had cauvsed. This
fuit was delended by Foster and Thompson,
lawyers in New York, who hud intimate profea.
slonul relations with Altorney-General Evarts,
and ie 18 now rumored that upon thelr applica-
tion the Allorvey-lieneral bas ordered the
release of the proceeds of the eteamer without
trinl.

THE OHI10 DISASTER.

Mecovery of Two Merve Hodics—An Ap-
paling Incident,

Two bodies, or paits of bodies, were laken
from tke hull of the United ~totes on Sauaasy
altespoon, Ouve of them was that of a mun
buvipg the prieture of an eagie on the left arm
below the elbow. The eagle 15 spread across
the arm, instead of lengtliwiee, as is usually the
cuse, The othier wasa portion of a body, snd
wits terribly burned and distigared. It wae io-
oesibie to tell even whether the remains were

hore of & AN or womwan,

In tbie copuection, tne following incident
ot that appalbpg disuster, taken from the
Evavsville Jowrnal, will be read with palaral
interest:—

“Krom Captain Dick Fowler we learn the
followipg thriog weident:—Heeing & mother
amd doughter about to leap into the river as
fhe slern of the bosat was swinging towards the
shore, be restraiped their impetuosity untl the
stern of the boat had swung near the shore,
Fach bad a lfe-preserver properly arranged.
He bade thim both leap into the river, which
they did, and just as be was about to follow
their example, & woman roshed out of the
cabiu wpon the guard, when, secing him, she
appeared to become terrified, sod rushed
into & etatercom. Thinking tuat he might be
able 1o save ber, e rusbhed 1o the stateroom
door aud culled to her, saying that if she wounld
cowe quickly he could suve ber, 1he room was
tull of smoke, and be could eee poibing, Ie
called ber the second time, bul received no -
sponte, when the thickenlpg smoke aud up-
proiching flame drove him overboard, The
werriied wowmsn was Jost, Woen he reasched
the thore he found mather und daughter eling-
ing to the willows, more dead than slive, They
weile helped out and paved. This was ong of
many appuslling incidents of the disaster.
